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Report  From  the  Listener  -  Part  II 

"I  bought  an  inexpensive  FM  tuner  several  days  back  and  have,  as  the  saying  goes, 
been  having  a  ball  since  I  plugged  it  in  and  found  you.  Oddly  enough  I  have  never 
heard  FM  before.  I  don't  even  have  an  external  antenna  yet.  The  tuner  is  presently  op- 
erating with  the  power  cord  as  antenna  .  .  .  something  the  factory  people  rig  up  until 
you  can  install  an  outside  antenna.  This  valley,  pretty  well  ringed  by  hills,  should 
offer  a  lot  of  problems.  Well,  your  signal  is  magnificent!  Music  has  a  warmth  and  body 
I  could  hardly  credit.  Voice  is  extremely  natural.  The  little  bit  of  coloration  I  attribute 
to  amplifier,  loudspeaker,  and  the  acoustics  of  my  listening  room.  I  get  the  impression 
that  if  I  could  eliminate  these  factors  at  this  end  that  there  would  be  the  illusion  that 
people  and  music  were  in  the  room  with  me.  The  Biro  piano  music  sounded  very  much 
like  a  piano.  Except  for  the  factors  introduced  at  this  end  speaking  voices  had  a  con- 
trolled, crisp  quality,  warm  and  identifiable  but  without  barrelly  radio  sound.  (And 
it's  very  nice  to  hear  quiet,  friendly  voices,  with  character,  identity,  personality;  to 
hear  them  speak  to  you  in  a  civilized  way,  not  harangue  you  at  auditorium  levels  and 
in  the  manner  of  a  Stormtrooper  rally.)  Your  programming  (or,  rather  what  I  could 
learn  about  it  from  announcements  when  I  was  listening)  sounds  wonderful  .  .  .  good 
music  (some  of  it  secured  with  much  interest  and  effort  I'd  guess  if  the  forthcoming 
Casals  Festival  tapes  are  an  example),  stimulating  interviews  and  discussions  .  .  .  and 
an  intangible  of  sorts:  the  knowledge  that  some  people  are  doing  something  they  believe 
in,  that  is  badly  needed  .  .  .  and  doing  it  very  well.  I  drive  a  truck  for  a  living  so  none 
of  the  foregoing  is  meant  with  any  pretension:  it's  certainly  not  meant  to  be  indulgent 
or  patronizing.  I  know  what  I  am  (or  am  not)  too  well  to  put  on  airs.  It's  just  I  feel 
an  obligation  to  speak  up  for  a  well-done  job,  f6r  whatever  my  enthusiasm  and  gratitude 
may  be  worth.  I  am  also  not  a  musician,  engineer  or  sound  addict  so  what  I  say  is  not 
meant  to  pose  as  either  expert  or  fanatic  opinion.  I  like  good  music,  decently  repro- 
duced. I  like  to  listen  to  people  working  and  thinking  with  a  little  sensibility,  a  bit 
of  regard  for  the  invisibles  who  may  be  spending  their  time  listening.  In  short,  I'm 
pleased  and  grateful  and  I  wanted  you  to  know  it.  I  hope  you  prosper.  I'm  grateful  as 
can  be,  of  course,  for  divers  contemporary  blessings :  peerless  leaders,  clean  bombs,  no 
cavities,  etc.;  but  I've  developed  an  unreasonable  aversion  to  some  of  the  costs:  echo- 
chambers,  ubiquitous  tatters  of  Chantilly  lace,  and  first-an-important-message  that  turns 
out  to  be  a  booby-trap  of  ravening  decibels  telling  me  things  about  my  digestion  I'd 
rather  not  know.  You're  a  solace  and  a  haven,  so  long  life  to  you."

"To  be  consistent  with  Mr.  Schneir's  concept  of  morality  we  should  discontinue  all 
flights  over  the  Amazonian  jungle.  An  airliner  may  crash  there — kill  a  great  many  who 
had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  aviation. 

"Immediately  following  this  'extremely  important'  talk — our  announcer  assures 
us  that  we  at  KPFA  hear  all  shades  of  opinion.
